Philippines the proposition, 
been talked of for a number of years as 
an eventual possibility, of dividing the 
Philippine islands and establishing a 
different form of government for the 
Moro province from that of the so- 
called Christian provinces, took dramatic 


form when a number of Moro chiefs 


declared, in the presence of the American 
cabinet officer, that if the Philippines 
were given independence, they would 
fight rather than pass from under Ameri- 
can government. This, apparently, has 
been taken seriously by some of the 
peoples of the more northerly islands, 
and only recently a resolution was in- 

troduced in the Philippine Assembly | 
by Assemblyman Kalaw calling upon 
that deliberative body to oppose any such 
policy as that of division. This resolu- 
tion, which has yet to be acted upon, is 
as follows: 

“While the future and definite political 
status of the Philippines is still pending 
resolution by the Congress of the United 
States the Philippine Assembly should 
declare publicly and officially that it 
disapproves every attempt at dismember- 
ment of the entity of the islands which 
compose the territory known as the 
Philippine archipelago.” 

The development of a strong American 
agricultural and commercial community 
in Mindanao has led to the growth of 
a sentiment favoring American institu- 
tions, and the project has been discussed 
unofficially of making the Moro province 
a territory, and erecting a, territorial 
form of government, in case the Philip- 
pine islands were constituted a republic.

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MUSIC AND THE THEATRE 


' “TROVATORE.” 
Look over the programs of the first 
Boston opera season, and you see that 


nearly all casts in which dramatic * 


were required were not quite what y 
would call passable now. And in the 
case of many operas that called for a 
dramatic soprano or baritone the. same 
thing is true. Now look at the casts 
of this season’s performances, and you 
sec a change—everything as you would 
like to have it on the dramatic tenor 
side of affairs, decided improvement on 
the dramatic soprand side, and the mat- 
ter of baritones problematical no 
longer. 

There still exist questions of interpre- 
tation and there always will in the best 
of opera companies, but the material 
with which our opera director has to 
work can now be only in a subordinate 
way a subject for discussion. At times 
a subscription performance may be given 
with a principal artist who in the ordi- 
nary routine of such an opera house as 
the Metropolitan of New York would not 
be considered great enough for his role, 
but this cannot happen often. 

We shall see more and more examples 
of opera given in accordance with artistic 
principles that are characteristic of us 
as Bostonians. Our casts will continue 
to be filled at leading points by Metro- 
politan and Chicago artists, but our spirit 
of interpretation will be more like us 
and will please us better than that 
which prevails in the opera house whence 
the visitors come. 

Fortunately from the very beginning 
of our opera venture we have taken the 
full share of the artistic responsibility 
that falls to those who sit and listen 
in orchestra, boxes and balconies. As 
a public we have never looked upon 
opera as a bargain driven between our- 
selves and the managers. Wherever the 
performances have failed, we have re- 
garded the shortcomings as necessary 
to any new and difficult piece of com- 
mercial endeavor, and we have been 
patient. 

All the time we have had a remarkably 
well managed opera house, on the stage, 
in the auditorium, in the corridors and 
at the doors. 
in unpleasantly theatrical surroundings 
at the Boston opera house? 
find the same state of things in other 
places of dramatic entertainment, but 
just count up how many such you can 
think of and see if the list is not rather 
short. 

The cast of Verdi's “Trovatore,” filled 
adequately for the first time at the Bos- 
ton opera house at the matinee of Sat- 
urday, included Mr. Slezak, who made 
the character of Manrico lifelike; possibly 
more so than the theory of romanticism 
would warrant; Mr. Galeffi, who gave 
italian freedom of portraiture and 
knightliness of conception to the count; 
and Mme. Villani, the new dramatic so- 
prano, who brought to the role of Leo- 
nora the breadth of vocal style and the 
‘ulness of tone it needs.

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“HAMLET.” 

Rembrandt proved that the monochrome 
is not necessarily monotonous. Whether 
he achieved his effects through abrupt 
contrast of high lights with deep shad- 
ings of a color, or through modulations 
of a single color through its whole gamut 
in nuances of tone that melted one into 
another with a subtileness as baffling as 
it is wonderful, his art has the effect of 
unity of single tone. 

A Rembrandt prince of Denmark is E. 
H. Sothern’s Hamlet. Its ensemble ef- 
fect is that of self-mourning over the 
irresolution of character that is Ham- 
let’s fate. This mournfulness, always 
larger than self pity, hangs like a pall 
over every speech and act of this Hamlet. 
This pall is no more dissipated because 
of the flashes of protest over his fate 
and angered grief for his mother’s frailty 
or the burning moments of filial love 
for his father than is the deepening 
}gloom of a stormy twilight effaced by 
lightning flashes or the waning afterglow 
of a red sunset. 


To quarrel with the qualities of the 
Sothern Hamlet is to quarrel with Mr. 
Sothern for not being somebody else. 
“It is we who are Hamlet,” said Hazlitt. 
Mr. Sothern’s ripe characterization is 
that of a prince whom brooding melan- 
choly has claimed for her own, and the 
grasp of which becomes yet the firmer 
after Hamlet's every explosion of 
protest. 


The Sothern Hamlet is as infinitely 
varied in its settled gloom as Poe’s 
richly somber tale of “The Domain of 
Arnheim.” Mr. Sothern’s is a loving Ham- 
let. Never more than in his perform- 
ance Saturday night at the Shubert did 
he emphasize his affection for Horatio, 
for the late King, for his mother and for 
the sad Ophelia. Mr. Sothern leaned 
trustfully on his Horatio in mind and 
body. There was reverential awe in the 
scenes with his father’s ghost. In the 
closet scene the self-appointed judge and 
grieving son mingled in «slamlet’s reproof 
of his mother. This Hamlet loved Ophe- 
lia so deeply and with such isolation

that he touched not even her hair in the 
speech, thoug: it was to be 
their final private meeting. 

Thus does Mr. Sothern make Mamlet 
a tragedy of solitude as well as irreso- 
lution. This Hamlet’s greatest grief was 
that he must live alone in thought. 
Hamlet wore Horatio in his “heart of 
hearts,” but gentle Ophelia wore herself 
there. Bereft by schemers of her inno- 
cent affection, this Hamlet was left 
alone. Not one he loved measured again 
to him the love he bore them. Such is 
the quality of~desolation that is the 
dominant effect of Mr. Sothern’s Hamlet, 
controlling every .scene, tinging every 
speech. 

More than ever before, Mr. Sothern’s 
Hamlet was the man “thinking aloud” 
that Hazlitt said the prince should be on 
the stage. Mr. Sothern continually scorns 
cheap theatrical points. He is the courtly 
prince, tolerant gentleman, in his atti- 
tude toward Polonius. In the incident 
of the pipes he protests in grief at being 
spied upon instead of making the lines 
disdainfully personal and sarcastic in his 
speeches to Rosencrantz and Guilden- 
stern. 


His reading of the lines was beautiful 
throughout, barring a mannerism of ex- 
ploding a word about so often regarless 
of the fact that this abnormal stress 
often falls upon an unemphatic word. 
The lines, “Thrift, Horatio, thrift,” are 
by nature so slitting in their satire that 
sarcasm in their delivery but dulls their 
keenness. Those who would wish for less 
violence in some of the scenes should 
remember how characteristic vigor is of 
Mr. Sothern’s method. 


Miss Marlowe did all that masterly art 
can do in presenting the voice and man- 
ner of Ophelia, and succeeding almost in 
overcoming the handicap for this charac- 
ter of mental power and ample physique, 
that persistently shone through the play- 
er’s artifice, however fine her technic. 


Frederic Lewis was an effective Hora- 
tio. Mr. Blind again looked and acted 
Claudius admirably and spoke more 
clearly than usual. Mr. Blind and Mr. 
Bendtsen, excellent as they always are in 
acting and appearance, have impaired the 
present series of performances by their 
muffled enunciation. Hardly one word in 
10 of Osric’s speech came over the foot- 
light clearly enough to be understood. 
Really, mouthing of Shakespeare’s lines 
is intolerable. 


William Harris, though wabbly on his 
feet, had the vocal depth and personal 
dignity for the ghost. Miss Kruger 
shrieked too plentifully and was alto- 
gether more successful physically than 
mentally as the queen. Mr. Buckstone 
of the first grave digger.

Is RECOMMENDED 


Experts who have been making an in- 
vestigation -of the ferry department of 
the city, recommend a new system for 
checking the receipts and a radical 
change in the charges levied on teams 
and automobiles using the ferries.

The recommended changes which, if 
adopted, will revolutionize, the present 
methods of charging for the ferrying of 
teams and autos and the passengers 
thereon, include suggestions for a sliding 
scale of charges for teams and autos, 
ans for the charging of regular fares for 
all persons riding in them, except the 
drivers and chauffeurs. 

The eXperts stated that they believe 
that the charge for teams should be 
based upon the amount of space that 
they take up.

WASHINGTON—The annual report of 
the director of the bureau of engraving 
and printing shows/that the Volume of 
business for the year had a face value of 
$1,956,000,438, and the cost of doing it 
was $4,500,000. 

Included in these figures are all United 
States notes, bonds, national bank notes, | 
customs stamps, internal revenue stamps, 
postage stamps and postal cards for the 
Philippine islands. 

The cost of printing by the 1000 sheets 
for United States currency is $35,242, re- 
gardiess of denomination; United States 
bonds, $71,733; internal revenue stamps, | 
surface printed, $1996; | 


internal revenue | 
stamps, plate printed, $17,421; customs 
stamps, $17,968; checks, drafts, etc., $40,- 
127. 

The new buildings for the state de- 
partment, department of justice and de- 
partment of commerce and labor,, for 
which plans are now being prepared, will 
stand within a few blocks of the bureau 
of engraving and printing, with the mall 
between them. 

Whole executive departments huve 
been expanded from 30 to 50 per cent 
as the result of the United States be- 
coming a world power, while in other 
departments the expansion, while con- 
fined to particular bureaus, has bom 
equally great, so far as those bureaus 
are concerned.

OW that lace, in varying degrees of 
expensiveness, from the 50 cent a 
yard variety to the rare pieces that cost 
‘hundreds of dollars, is used so exten- 
sively in my lady’s wardrobe, the home 
renovating of this flimsy trimming be- 
comes a necessary part of the house- 
keeper’s knowledge. 
Only the careful supervision hd care 
our grandmothers exereised over their 


fine laces have preserved them for our, 
use on gala day frocks, and following 
in the footsteps of our ancestors we, 
too, can keep our laces in good condi- 
tion. 

Many women are doubtful about send- 
ing their laces to the cleaner—and when 
all is said and done the necessity is not 
there, for any woman of average intel- 
ligence can clean her own laces, all 
that is needed being patience and care. 

Always remember that all laces, no 
matter of what sort, should be gently 
handled. There should be no pulling or 
rubbing or hard shaking. Then, too, 
soap must never be rubbed on lace,.as 
it spoils the color—instead use a soapy 
ud made with pure white soap and 
et water.

So fine and soft is the cloth of which 


rate, try first the dry cleaning processes. 
One good way is to cover the lace with 
common every-day corn starch flour, 
wrap it up in a clean white cloth and 
lay away for a week; then take out, 
shake ‘and brush, and it is fresh and 
clean. Some people uée flour for a dry 
bath. Sift a quart of flour into a bowl, 
dip the lace and squeeze—not rub—with | 
the hands. After a good shaking the 
dirt will be removed. Still another 
method is to lay the lace out evenly on 
clean white paper, cover it with mag- 
nesia, then put another paper on top. 
Leave it inside the leaves of a book for 
two or three days, when it will look as 
fresh as when new. White lace after. 
cleaning is’glways better for being kept 
in blue paper. 

When lace must needs be washed and 
there comes a time when dry cleaning 
will no longer answer, soak it first in 
boiling water in which borax has been 
dissolved. Then make a lather of good 
white soap and hot water and, taking 
the lace from the water in which it has 
been soaking, squeeze it in the lather 
until clean. Never rub it, and if fine 
either wrap around a bottle or baste 
carefully on cloth. If the lace is not 
perfectly clean make another lather and 
repeat the process, at fast rinsing it in 
clean water until all of the soap is re- 
moved. If the lace is pure white, a little 
bluing in the water will help the color. 
In ordinary lace when stiffening is 
desired dip it in water in which rice has 
been boiled, or wnen pressing sponge on 
the. wrong side with rice water. 

It is said by some professional cleaners 
that old laee should be boiled for sev- 
eral hours with a change of water occa- 
sionally. This, of course, is when the 
lace has become discolored by age. To 
secure a nice color the lac quite wet 
is exposed on a slab to the rays of the 
aun until dry, then a little clean soapy 
water is thrown over it to keep the lace 
damp. The process is repeated for two 
or three days, turning the lace now and 
then. In this way the color is restored. 

Rinsing jn skimmed milk is said to 
impart to real lace the desired soft 
creamy Tint so much desired. 

Several thicknesses of flannel should 
be used for pressing the Jace, and the 
iron should not come in contact with the 
lace, but. thy, pressing, be done between 
clean white“eloths. When half ironed 
remove the eloths and carefully pull out 
afl of’ the points and loops, then cover 
with the muslin again and iron until 
quite dry, pressing hard to bring out the 
pattern.

After this the sack should 
be boiled in pure white soap suds for 15 
minutes. Rinse well in rice water and 
iron under muslin. 

It is well to remember after washing 
your late jabots or collars to stretch 
them out on the ironing board and stick 
pins in the edges, stretching well as you 
go and pinning down each point care- 
fully. In this way the shape of the

The details of the manner in which the 
trust secured control of the Pennsylvania 
Retining Company are outlined and the 
immense loss to those interested in the 
Pennsylvania concern is quoted as fhe 
result of the trust’s method. 

The brief says that the trust officials, 
“in order to enrich themselves, to de- 
stroy competition and to strengthen their 
monopoly,” employed “flagrantly fraudu- 
lent and wicked means” to secure entry 
of their imports grossly underweighed. 
It is also mentioned that the government 
has collected more than three million dol- 
lars from the trust on account of weigh- 
ing frauds. 

On rebating the trust is charged with 

having utilized its great industrial power 
to extort from railroads and steamship 
lines large rebates and other transpor- 
tation concessions. The government 
prosecuted the trust and the common 
carriers on these charges and collected 
large fines. 
Then follows a long recital of the cap- 
ture of the greater part of the beet 
sugar industry throughout the country. 
It is a tale of “persecution and of merci- 
less competition made possible by the 
great wealth and power of the trust.” 

The court is asked to abrogate all of 
the agreements and contracts made by 
those engaged in the “unlawful combina- 
tion and conspiracy” and that the defend- 
ants be enjoined from doing any act in 
pursuance of the objects and plans of 
the combination.

By Harriette Taylor Treadwell and Mar- 
|Saret Free. Chicago: Row, Peterson & Co 

A lady well versed in children’s — 
ture said upon seeing this primer, What 
a delightful little book!“ 

The carefully composed lessons consist 
of a few of the folk-lore tales, of Eng- 
lish, German and Scandinavian origin, 
that are the inheritance of every prop- 
erly brought up child. They are full of 
action of the cumulative sort that chil- 
dren follow with breathless interest, and 
with that repetition of statement that 
has the practical use of familiarizing 
them with the look of certain words 
while they are conscious only of the 
‘delight that comes from meeting some- 
‘thing they know. So, the experiences 
of the little red hen, the pig that objected 
to getting over the stile, the pancake 
that went a-rolling, and of Chicken Lit- 
tle, sure that the sky was falling be- 
cause a seed fell on his tail, are unfolded, 
with the maximum of directness and in 
such wise as to be intelligible to the 
smallest child who can follow connected 
words. 

The words used are more than 200 in 
number, and are arranged in a list at 
the back, so that they may be taught 
feparately as they shall be needed. There 
are also a few wise “suggestions.” The 
primer is the work of experienced teach- 
ers and will be especially useful to 
mothers who are teaching their children 
at home. 

The illustrations are all so successful 
that it seems unjust to single out any 
for comment; and vet—one would fain 
mention that the Ginger Bread Boy as 
here presented has attractions which 
make him positively alluring.

Armfield, with 


Book.” By Constance 
21 plates in color after the 
water-color drawings of Maxwell Armfield. 
London: Chatto & Windus. Price 78. 6d. 


Any one with a love for nature will 
love this delightful little book. Full of 
charming fancy and poetry it half makes | 
one believe the flowers are really con- 
scious actors and speakers in the life 
of the fields and woods. 


The title page announces that the story 
is a “procession of flowers passing from 
meadow and coppice through the hedge 
to the garden, pool, and herb patch.” 


It is written in very short stories or 
little chapters, each telling of some true 
adventure, ambition or inspiration in the 
everyday life of nature. One of the most 
enchanting scenes described is the dance 
of the datlodils, showing nature as al- 
ways expectant of each coming phase of 
its own seasons. The meadows hold their 
breath in anticipation, seeing the daffo- 
dite appear and knowing that they only 
await the sun to burst forth in fullest 
beauty. Here is the description of his 
coming: “Hills and copse am uplands 
shone with joy and glory. And out to 
greet him in all the newness of their 
fresh spring costume rose the illustrious 
company of the Daffydillies.“ Their 
dance when at last the mood comes on 
is charmingly written; “At two in the 
morning the mood descended, it crept 
up the downs close to the ground, and all 
the Daffydillies trembled and awoke be- 
neeth a wild sky, through which the 
moon was breaking.” “Oh what a sight! 
Now the mood had caught the dancers, all 
of them. Fiercely they leapt forward, 
then began to dance in a perfect whirl 
of excitement; till the barriers swept the 
very earth.” Perfectly delightful is the 


illustration of this gay scene, the daffo- 


dils have so true and quaint a gesture as 
they rise and fall against a windy sum- 
mer sky, clouds, flowers and grass all 
alive with movement. 


Nearly all the illustrations are charm 
ing. Mr. Armfield is selective in his art. 
The design of bluebells might have come 
from the land of selective art, Japan. 
The rose is used as a design, so also 
are the tulips, some of whom feel that 
they have a “particular responsibility 
to be beautiful.“ others to be original 
and to think out “something unique.” 
Very tender and delicate is the treat- 
ment of the pansy who strayed into a 
cranny in the wall. It grows in exquis- 
its completeness up against the sky, 
while the little chapter “Gillvflower.” in 
which its true history and character is 
dealt with, proves a very acceptable 
statement of its experiences under new 
and difficult conditions. 

Is the book for children or for “grown 
ups”? On the whole the verdict is that 
it is for the latter, and these must have 
some sense of fantasy and freedom to 
appreciate the character drawing, con- 
versations and experiences of the plants. 
It must be read “in the mood,” or its 
truth and poetry might be lost.

Beyond a doubt, students of Napoleon's 
activities, of his early days, his am- 
bitions, his rise and fall, will find in “The 
Corsican” much that heretofore has been 
hidden. Seldom, according to what Pro- 
fessor Johnston here presents, did the 
Corsican soldier speak or write for a 
specific purpose. Simply, yet intensely 
dramatic, the book begins: 

“August 15, 1769. Birth at Ajaccio.” 

Then, 

“Il was called Napoleon; that for cen- 
turies past, had been the name given to 
the second son in our family.” 


The author has classified his “Diary of 
Napoleon's Life” in periods. rom 1769 
to 1795 carries the reader through Na- 
poleon’s experiences in Paris, as for in- 
stance:

While France is being regen- 
erated what will become of us unfor- 
tunate Corsicans?” 


Professor Johnston shows remarkable 
power of selection as to the words spoken 
or Fritten by Napoleon during the con- 
tinental wars. Whole armies rise before 
the vision of the reader; men by the 
hundreds of thousands, cannon by the 
hundreds, great military equipments 
which established the Corsican as the 
soldier of his period. The wealth of in- 
formation is almost overpowering. No 
one man, of course, could have kept a 
diary so wonderfully compact, and it is 
because of its very compactness that at 
times it baffles the imagination. Say- 
ings before and after battles that made 
or unmade nations; words written in jest 
and yet meaning life or destruction to 
thousands; the ever-changing moods of 
this man who get the -vorld trembling, 
the author lays bare through his device 
of a chronological arrangement of Na- 
poleon’s own words.

Nobel Prize and Its

HE Nobel prize for literature has 
been awarded this year to Paul 

Heyse, the German novelist, dramatist 
and poet. Americans probably know lit- 
tle of Heyse’s fiction, some of which is 
strong and fine, while his dramatic work 
is associated in their minds with the 
strange, impressive play which Mrs. Fiske 
produced several years ago and which 
dealt with Mary Magdalene and Judas. 

Heyse's literary rank is high in Eu— 
rope, but he is certainly not of this 
generation. His work is done, and if the 
prize be a reward of a long life of de- 
votion to letters and successful achieve- 
ment there is nothing to be said. 

Men like Shaw and Chesterton, in- 
surgents and independents of the realm 
of literature, have complained, however, 
that the Nobel committee has misused 
its power and misapprehended the inten- 
tion of the founder of the trust. It 
does little or nothing for art and letters 
to confer prizes on veterans whose fame 
is established and whose means are 
ample.

T WAS while he was in Pisa that 

Shelley heard of Keats and, indignant 
at the gross injustice of the reviewers, | 
wrote his “Adonais” in memory of the | 
poet. The hurried traveler may well | 
wonder what it was that attracted | 
Shelley (who was above ail at home with 
nature) in the rather bare Pisan plain, 
but when a few excursions have been 
made into the surrounding country he 
will begin to see, and still more to feel, 
the intimate charm, that is so elusive, of 
the Mediterranean seaboard gnd which 
is so reminiscent of Shelley's musical 
cadence. 

Especially at certain seasons—winter 
and early spring for instance—the sparse 
vegetation gives us a certain sense of 
grayness and faintness that is, however, 
quite counterbalanced by the vivid spots 
of color and luxuriance that. peep out 
from it with added charm. This quality 
has much the same effect as have the 
masterpieces of oriental art, and es-

Hudson river show that they in 1886 carried about 59,000,000 
passengers, while in 1890 the number had increased to over»72,000,- 
000. Six years later there were recorded 94,000,000 passengers, 
and in 1906 the tptal was 140,000,000. These figures correspond 
to the growth of population within a radius of nineteen miles of 
the city hall, New York. The population gathered within this 
radius in 1890 was 3,326,998. In 1900 it was 4,612,153, and five 
years later 5,404,638. The increase in ten years was equal to 38 per 
cent, and it is estimated that the population in this territory in 1913 
will approximate 6,000,000 and in 1920 8,000,000 people. 

It is not quite six years since the immense work of building 
the Pennsylvania terminal began. Work on the tunnels started the 
vear before. The building compound occupies eight acres ; more than 
500 houses were razed in order to make way for the improvement.

Although authorities maintain that the battles of 
the future will be waged on the ocean, there is no certainty in such 
speculation. Experience has taught Americans to value the work 
of the army highly. General Wood's report gives the war depart- 
ment something to think about.

It pronounces his “seeming” con- 
sideration for Canada’s interests exceptional, but it declares without 
hesitation that his speeches and interviews are not of a character 
to put any productive interests in Canada off their guard. They 
will not forget, that is, that Mr. Foss is a loyal citizen-of the United 
States, and that he aims at the advantage of the United States. 
“If his country,” the paper says, “put all raw materials imported 
from Canada on the free list, it would conduce greatly to the pros- 
perity of its own manufacturing industries and to the benefit of 
its own wage earners.” 
But Canada, our contemporary hastens to say, is not desirous 
of increasing its exports of raw material. It is finding more and
